The Directors shall elected for term four 
years, only three the Directors elected each 
year. obtain proper rotation elections, the cur- 
rent Directors shall appointed groups three; 
the first group serve until December 31, 1948; the 
second group until December 31, 1947; the third 
group until December 31, 1946; and the remain- 
ing two Directors serve until December 31, 1945, 
when they will replaced three Directors 
elected the 1945 election. 

The first group shall consist Directors Baxter, 
Kelly and Gates, the second group Directors, 
Craig, Strong and Sloane, the third group Directors, 
Brown, Woods and Cariss, and the fourth group 
Directors, Monmonier and Rush. 


Amend Article III, section read: 


The term any appointive officer shall one 
year portion thereof and may terminated the 
discretion the Board prior the end the calendar 
year for which they were appointed, except the 
Editor whose term office shall run concurrently 
with his contract.

GASTERIA CAESPITOSA Poelln. 


This attractive little Gasteria, named and de- 
scribed Karl von Poellnitz Kakteenkunde 
(1937) 165, now becoming fairly well known 
collections succulent plants. 

Mature have very short stem and are 
very proliferous from the base and soon form 
dense cluster, the specific name caespitosa 
would imply. 

The leaves are being exactly 
distichous two opposite rows, but seen 
growing here, the oldest rosettes have slightly 
spiralling leaves. They are usually somewhat 
erect but may more less spreading, 10-14 
cm. long, about cm. wide the base and 
gradually narrowing from the base the tip, 
the width the middle leaf usually about 
cm. Both leaf surfaces, cultivation here, 
are slightly rounding but the apex the leaves 
are flat and thin. The apex the leaf 
deltoid-acute with somewhat pungent point. 


The lower leaf margins are smooth, becoming 
tubercularly roughened above, while towards the 
apex the margins have very narrow, distinct 
paler edging which almost smooth. 

The green color the leaf strongly over- 
laid with somewhat roundish white spots which 
are more less united, giving handsome 
dappled effect, which conjunction with the 
hard, glossy leaf surface and also its apparent 
ease culture, tend make this very worth 
while little Gasteria. 

The flower stem may simple branched, 
with attractive reddish flowers which appear 
during and May Southern California.

EPIPHYLLUM NOTES 
PHYLLOCACTUS Lk. 
From Kakteenkunde, Oct., 1892, Vol. No. 
Translated Gueguen 

This interesting species epiphytic growth 
its most favorable habitat humus, whether 
this gathered the forks branches 
forest trees accumulated moss-laden cush- 
ions. From there lifts its slightly flexible 
branches, which soon requires support, lean 
other species neighboring plants and 
fastens itself short air-roots. The branches 
are little different from those other Phyllo- 
cacti. 

The flowers grow from the areoles the 
branch and have irregularly angled, green 
ovary which strewn with single little scales. 
The perianth tube curved wave-like, also 
angled and scaled here and there; tapers 
gradually and about the thickness pencil 
yellowish-white color. The flower corolla 
just under diameter, the sepals are 
yellow and greenish outside, the petals white, 
all having lanceolate shape and are pointed 
their number hardly exceeds 20. 

The stamens crown the flower margin, they 
overtop only the third part the petal- 
length. The style thread-like and runs out 
into spherical-headed stigma, which set with 
about eight finger-like, compressed, bowed radii. 

The fruit angled, fusiform, truncate both 
ends, times shorter and has carmine- 
red color and encloses numerous nearly reni- 
form, shiny, pitted, black seeds juicy, 
fibrous, white pulp. 

grows Brazil and also reported from

This beautiful species, remarkable because 
the flower form deviating from all other phyllo- 
cacti, present rarely found cactus collec- 
tions. Earlier was more often cultivated; 
Schoenbrunnensis” 403, sumptuously 
bloomed 1804. Pfeiffer also described and 
illustrated it, Taf. X., Fig. few specimens 
drawing this material for the ‘‘Flora Brasili- 
ensis,” Taf. 54. (Shown here.) 

The plant was known Linne, who de- 
scribed Cactus phyllanthus. doubtful 
whether had actually seen living 
dried specimens; more likely based the 
species only upon good illustration from 
Dillenius Elthamensis” 64.

The name Phyllocactus 
which Link created, dates from 1834. may 
not consent the views Pfeiffer, who used 
entirely different meaning when reserved 
the name Epiphyllum for the zygomorphic forms 
Truncatum.

Travelers our southwestern deserts are acquainted 
with the common Creosote bush (Larrea tridentata) 
which covers thousands square miles almost pure 
stands. one the outstanding xerophytes with 
strong characteristic odor, especially noticeable after 
rain. From this common desert shrub chemists the 
University Minnesota have extracted white crystal- 
line compound, called NORDIHYDROGUALARE- 
TIC ACID NDGA which has the property pre- 
serving sweet flavor foods containing animal 
vegetable fats. The solid derived from the dried 
leaves and stems which contain percent 
NDGA. Since the compound has been found physio- 
logical harmless humans the U.S. Department 
Agriculture has sanctioned its use lard keep this 
product from getting rancid. For detailed account 
the antioxidant properties this new acid see Febru- 
ary, 1944, issue Oil Soap, pages 33-35. 

Dr. Lyman Benson, author the 1940 edition 
“The Cacti Arizona,” has been making thorough 
study the native species Arizona and from time 
time has been publishing his findings various 
publications. his latest paper (Proceedings the 
California Academy Sciences 25:245-268, Novem- 
ber, 1944) has rearranged some the species, par- 
ticularly the genera Echinocereus, Mammillaria and 
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Opuntia, making new combinations, relegating some 
names into synonymy and describing one new 
The new entity Echinocereus Engelmannii var. Nich- 
oli which said fairly common the rocky 
hillsides the Sonoran Desert, largely the Papago 
Indian Reservation. Clumps erect stems 
are formed, bearing all yellow spines and lavender 
flowers. Such species Echinocereus rectispinus, 
robustus, and Bonkerae are believed 
him mere varieties the common Fendleri 
and names like coccineus, arizonicus, canyon- 
ensis, dasyacanthus and ctenoides are dropped 
into synonymy. the genus Opuntia such well known 
species Thornberi, Wrightiana, ursina, 
rhodantha, microsperma and macrorhiza 
varieties while names like Rafinesquei, 
humifusa, Loomisii, delicata and plumbea are relegated 
into synonymy. the Coryphanthanae such species 
aggregata, arizonica and deserti are reduced 
varietal rank under the older Mammillaria vivipara 
but this writer regrets that Dr. Benson does not recog- 
nize Coryphantha good genus. 

know our readers will thrilled know little 
more about Dr. Lyman Benson and his background for 
then clearer picture and understanding possible. 
This modest gentleman does not pretend cactus 
authority but feel that much good ought come 
out from his researches this most puzzling group. 
Anyone who contemplates serious study the 
Cactaceae soon realizes that the family particularly 
difficult because the meager material the herbaria 
and because lack records the exact origin 
nearly all the material gardens. Dr. inter- 
est Cacti dates back 1929 when made exten- 
sive search for Opuntia polyacantha one the 
islands Puget Sound. failed find this prickly 
pear there but the same Spring was fortunate enough 
collect Pediocactus Simpsonii its northernmost 
outpost near the Columbia River Central Washing- 
ton. This field work was part his ramblings 
the State Washington during the spring quarter 
1929 when transferred temporarily from Stanford 
University the University Washington order 
have opportunity collect plants the Pacific 
Northwest, and particularly order study the 
buttercups Ranunculus that region for pros- 
pective master’s thesis the genus occurs the 
Pacific states. was amazed the occurrence 
cacti far north that has liked them ever since. 
1931 1938 taught Bakersfield Junior Col- 
lege California and frequently got chance and 
thrill collect cacti from the desert; however 
didn’t make attempt conduct serious research 
the group until the period the University Arizona 
from 1938 1944. For the last years most 
his attention was devoted monographing the genus
